SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


There  have  been  no  extensions  in  Housing,  Water 
Supplies  or  Sewerage  and  the  System  of  Public  Cleansing 
remains  the  same . 

There  has  been  no  overcrowding  but  the  influx  of 
evacuees  has  varied  from  time  to  time,  it  is  estimated  that 
the  population  has  increased  about  4 Jtfo  from  this  cause.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk. 


Eight  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  on  behalf 
of  the  Westmorland  County  Council  and  tested  for 
cleanliness  and  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  No 
tubercle  bacilli  were  found  and  the  analyses  for  cleanliness 
showed  as  Good  - 4,  and  as  Bad  - 4. 

Meat . 


The  Slaughter  House  was  closed  on  May  31  and  all 
meat  since  that  date  has  been  supplied  from  Penrith. 

During  these  five  months  no  total  carcase  nor  portion  of 
carcase  were  condemned  for  tuberculosis,  but  six  other 
carcases  and  26  portions  of  carcase  were  condemned  for 
other  causes;  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  was  1035*

of  Food. 


The  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
and  this  work  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  C.J.H.  Stock,  B.Sc., 
F.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  Darlington. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER.  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES . 

Of  notifiable  diseases  there  were  6 cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  3 of  them  being  evacuees,  3 cases  each  of  Pneumonia 
and  Erysipelas  and  1 Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis. 

There  were  also  40  cases  of  Measles  and  3 of 
Whooping  Cough. 

Whilst  the  notification  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  does  not  assist  in  the  control  of  these  diseases,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  desires  the  fullest  data  indicating  the 
incidence  and  distribution  of  them. 

Artificial  immunization  against  Diphtheria  has 
been  continued  through  the  elementary  schools  under  the 
Education  Authority  and  A.P.T.  is  the  prophylactic  which 
has  been  used. 

Up  to  date  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  is 
still  lacking.
